Syria's Assad urged to go 
as isolation deepens 


DAMASCUS (AFP) - Jordan's 
King Abdullah II urged Presi¬ 
dent Bashar al-Assad to step 
down as the Syrian regime 
stood defiant even as EU states 
piled on extra pressure and ac¬ 
tivists said 40 people were 
killed. 

Syria stood increasingly iso¬ 
lated with the European Union 
showering praise on the Arab 
League for its weekend deci¬ 
sion to suspend Syria’s mem¬ 
bership in the bloc over its 
lethal crackdown on protests. 

In the first such call by an 
Arab leader for Assad to quit, 
King Abdullah said in remarks 
aired on the BBC: "I believe, if 
I were in his shoes, I would step 
down. I would step down and 
make sure whoever comes be¬ 
hind me has the ability to 
change the status quo that we’re 
seeing.” 

But Syrian Foreign Minister 
Walid Muallem said that Dam¬ 
ascus would not budge despite 
the "dangerous” and "shame¬ 
ful” Arab League move to sus¬ 
pend its membership. 

"The decision of the Arab 
League to suspend Syria repre¬ 
sents a dangerous step,” 
Muallem said."Today there is a 
crisis in Syria which pays the 
price of its strong positions. 


Syria will not budge and will 
emerge stronger... and plots 
against Syria will fail." 

On the ground, Syrian secu¬ 
rity forces shot dead at least 16 
civilians in the flashpoint south¬ 
ern province of Daraa while 19 
regime forces were killed in 
clashes with suspected army 
deserters, a rights group said. 

The Britain-based Syrian 
Observatory for Human Rights 
said the civilians were killed by 
gunfire from checkpoints 
manned by security forces 
across Daraa, the cradle of eight 
months of anti-regime protests. 
Security forces also killed two 
people in the flashpoint central 
city of Homs, it said. 

The EU said it "salutes and 
fully supports" the Arab 
League's suspension of Syria for 
failing to implement a plan to 
end violence that has left 3,500 
dead since mid-March, accord¬ 
ing to the United Nations. 

The meeting gave Syria 15 
days to comply with the plan 
and on Saturday the Arab bloc 
decided that Damascus had 
failed to keep its side of the bar¬ 
gain and 18 of the 22 members 
voted in favour of suspending 
Syria. 

The suspension is due to go 
into effect from Wednesday.

Bushiri Hotel: new prospect ELMAR preparing public tender for 
for revival of a hotel and constructing solar park 
hotel school? I 



ORANJESTAD — Last Friday 
marked an important day for 
the future of the defunct 
Bushiri Hotel. At around 11 
AM Notary Ralph Yarzagaray 
opened the sealed container 
containing the letters of inter¬ 
est from those interested in de¬ 
veloping the Bushiri Hotel 
complex. 

As many as 8 tenders were 
sold and a total of 5 envelopes 
were deposited with their firm 
intentions. 

The parties who submitted 
bids for the project were: 

1. Global Destination 
who intends to develop a Star 
Woods Hotel 

2. HCC Holding N.V. 
who is interested in developing 
Challenge Hotel 

3. Hotelco N.V. is inter¬ 
ested in developing a Hilton 
Hotel 

4. Elinax F inance Incor¬ 
porated wants to bring a Blue 
Tree Hotel 

5. South West Horeca 
N.V. has their hopes on devel¬ 
oping a Hard Rock Hotel & 
Casino. 

The next step is for the 
evaluation committee to sit 
down and evaluate every bid 
and to advise the government. 
This committee is comprised 
of the following entities/per- 
sons: two members of the Mi¬ 


nistry of Tourism, one member 
of the Ministry of Infra- 
sturcture and Integration, one 
member of DIP, one member 
of DOW, one member of Cen¬ 
tral Bank and one member of 
the ATA. These are charged 
with the task of evaluating the 
bids and ultimately to make 
recommendations to the Mi¬ 
nister of Tourism. The Minister 
will follow up with a decision 
as to which party will receive 
the “Request for Proposal” so 
they can prepare firm plans 
and present this to the Minister 
and the government. Once this 
is done, the next step would be 
to get Parliament’s approval 
for proceeding with the re¬ 
quired procedure. 

Minister of Tourism, Otmar 
Oduber has already made 
known what he has stipulated 
as being the requirements for 
qualifying to get the project. 
Oduber has stipulated that this 
project must be a 4-star hotel of 
310 rooms with the option for 
a casino. He was also emphatic 
about the project including a 
training school which would be 
used gratuito by the govern¬ 
ment during a period of 15 to 
20 years. The intention is to re¬ 
turn to the original concept of 
the Bushiri Hotel School as it 
was run in the past.

The goal of her presentation 
“The Business Climate in 
Aruba Today” was aimed at 
having “small businesses bet¬ 
ter prepared for going into 
business or expanding a busi¬ 
ness, or whatever it is that 
you are doing around a busi¬ 
ness. The goal of this entire 
week is to give you as much 
information as possible, to 
give you that extra chance 
and extra boost.” 

Some questions that may 
keep entrepreneurs up at 
night: Is this the right time to 
start a business...or change 
the business model, invest or 
expand into new markets? 

The Minister then ex¬ 
plained some of the ways in 
which the government has 
taken steps to make starting 
new businesses easier and 
more affordable: elimination 
of redundant paperwork, re¬ 
duction of fees and import 
duties, particularly on prod¬ 
ucts for harnessing renewable 
energy sources, and electric 
and hybrid cars. 

They changed the tax laws 
to increase the deductible on 
charitable donations from 
10,000 to 50,000 Aruban 
florins, encouraging compa¬ 


nies to be good members of 
the community, as well. 

They now offer counsel¬ 
ing services from various or¬ 
ganizations to help aspiring 
business owners in best or¬ 
ganizing and setting up and 
operation, at no charge. This 
collaboration of government 
and NGO organizations is 
called Iniciativa pa Desaroyo 
di Empresa Arubano- or 
“IDEA” which will advise on 
taxes, financing, licensing, 
economic data, legal require¬ 
ment, and training & work¬ 
shops. 

Following Minister Hooy- 
boer-Winklaar’s presentation 
the Innovation Summit II 
welcomed 3 guest speakers. 
Cesar Parga of the Organiza¬ 
tion of American States and, 
Gerver Torres from Gallup 
International, both out of 
Washington, D.C. and Tony 
van Veen from AVI Digital 
Group, New Jersey. 

Mr. Parga came to speak 
of the growth in business in¬ 
novation in the Americas, 
particularly Latin America 
and the Caribbean. Mr. Torres 
discussed the importance of 
workforce motivation for in¬ 
novation, and Mr. van Veen 


looked at best practices. 

The morning session 
ended with a panel discussion 
by local entrepreneurs who 
have ventured “outside the 
box” to establish successful 
small businesses on the is¬ 
land. These included Carlos 
Maduro of Office Systems, 
Mark Benson-Denz of 
24.ora.com, Jodi Tobman of 
Salamander Holdings, which 
operates Juggling Fish, Co¬ 
conut Trading, T.J. Palm’s 
and The Lazy Lizard.

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Police break up Occupy McCain chides Republican 

Oakland, arrest protesters candidates on torture* 


OAKLAND (AFP) - Hundreds 
of police in riot gear disman¬ 
tled the Occupy Oakland camp 
yesterday, evicting and arres¬ 
ting protesters in the second 
such US move in as many days 
as authorities get tough against 
the two-month-old protest 
movement. 

"The camp area has been 
cleared," a police dispatcher 
told AFP. 

Several people gathering 
for a prayer service at the site 
were arrested, as were some 
protesters who remained in 
their tents during the opera¬ 
tion. 

"I'll be back!" shouted one 
protester, as she was being 
handcuffed at the encampment 
at the site outside City Hall 
which has been a weeks-long 
source of tension for the west 
coast US city. 

On Sunday, police evicted 
dozens of anti-Wall Street pro¬ 
testers from downtown Port¬ 
land, Oregon in the western 


United States, making over 50 
arrests in one of the latest cities 
to act against the encamp¬ 
ments. 

The police interventions 
could be seen as a turning 
point of sorts, after three 
deaths last week at Occupy 
camps — including a deadly 
shooting at the Oakland site — 
rocked the movement. 

The Oakland camp, part of 
the Occupy Wall Street move¬ 
ment that began in September 
in New York, and whose 
protests against corporate 
greed, corruption and growing 
wealth gaps have gone global, 
has been a point of controversy 
for weeks. When a man was 
fatally shot near the camp 
Thursday, apparently after a 
dispute, city officials con¬ 
cluded it was time to act.

Waterboarding is a form of torture in which water is 
poured over the face of an immobilized captive, thus 
causing the individual to experience the sensation of 
drowning. Although a variety of specific techniques are 
used in waterboarding, the captive's face is usually cov¬ 
ered with cloth or some other thin material , and the sub¬ 
ject is immobilized on his/her back. Water is then poured 
onto the face over the breathing passages, causing an al¬ 
most immediate gag reflex and creating the sensation that 
the captive is drowning. 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - Sen¬ 
ior US Senator John McCain 
yesterday rebuked Republican 
presidential candidates who 
came out in favor of a harsh in¬ 
terrogation tactic known as 
waterboarding, bluntly calling 
it "torture." 

"Very disappointed by 
statements at SC (South Car¬ 
olina) GOP (Republican) de¬ 
bate supporting waterboarding. 
Waterboarding is torture," Mc¬ 
Cain said on his official Twit¬ 
ter feed. 

Several of the party's White 
House hopefuls said Saturday 
at a debate on foreign policy 
that they would reverse Presi¬ 
dent Barack Obama's ban on 
techniques that meet interna¬ 
tional definitions of torture. 

Monti warns 
Italians face 
sacrifices, 
markets 
need to wait 

ROME (AFP) - Mario Monti 
warned there could be "sac¬ 
rifices" ahead for Italians and 
asked investors yesterday to 
be patient as he scrambled to 
put together a cabinet to fight 
a debt crisis that has spooked 
Europe. 

"Blood no, tears no, but 
maybe sacrifices," the prime 
ministerial nominee told re¬ 
porters when asked what Ita¬ 
lians should expect, after a 
day of heavy pressure from 
the markets following Silvio 
Berlusconi's exit on Satur¬ 
day. 

"I am not ignoring the im¬ 
portance of the markets but 
we are in a democracy and 
there is a certain time that is 
needed," the 68-year-old 
Monti said, as international 
leaders called on him to act 
quickly to implement key re¬ 
forms. 


They notably backed "wa¬ 
terboarding," a kind of con¬ 
trolled drowning that McCain, 
a former prisoner of war dur¬ 
ing the Vietnam conflict, 
branded as torture when he 
was the party's presidential 
nominee in 2008. 

"I don't see it as torture. I 
see it as an enhanced interro¬ 
gation technique," said former 
pizza restaurant chain execu¬ 
tive Herman Cain, using a term 
popular under Republican for¬ 
mer president George W. Bush. 

"This is war. That's what 
happens in war. And I am for 
using the techniques — not tor¬ 
ture, but using those tech¬ 
niques that we know will 
extract the information to save 
young American lives. And I 
will be for it until I die," said 
Texas Governor Rick Perry. 

"I would be willing to use 
waterboarding," said Repre¬ 
sentative Michele Bachmann, 
who sits on the House Intelli¬ 
gence Committee. "My strat¬ 
egy will be that the United 
States will be victorious in the 
war on terror." 

"We have to use enhanced 
interrogation techniques, all 


enhanced interrogation tech¬ 
niques," agreed former senator 
Rick Santorum. 

Leading candidate Mitt 
Romney was not directly asked 
about techniques like water¬ 
boarding, and Representative 
Ron Paul and former US envoy 
to China Jon Huntsman broke 
sharply with their rivals by de¬ 
nouncing the practice as torture. 

"Waterboarding is torture," 
said Paul. "It's illegal under in¬ 
ternational law and under our 
law. It's also immoral and it's 
also very impractical. There's 
no evidence that you really get 
reliable evidence." 

"We diminish our standing 
in the world and the values that 
we project, which include lib¬ 
erty, democracy, human rights, 
and open markets, when we 
torture," said Huntsman. 

Obama weighed in on Sun¬ 
day, bluntly telling the Repub¬ 
lican candidates who support 
waterboarding that they were 
"wrong" in vowing to restore 
the technique. 

"Waterboarding is torture," 
the president said. "It's con¬ 
trary to America's traditions. 
It's contrary to our ideals."

RIO DE JANEIRO (AFP) - A 
day after police took over 
Brazil's largest drug-infested 
favela, Rocinha, and two 
smaller ones, Rio authorities 
said yesterday they planned to 
pacify dozens more ahead of 
the 2014 World Cup. 

For the first time in 
decades, heavily armed secu¬ 
rity forces on Sunday stormed 
Rocinha, Vidigal and Chacara 
do Ceu and peacefully occu¬ 
pied the slums overlooking 
Rio's wealthiest neighbor¬ 
hoods, without firing a shot 
and with no resistance from 
drugtraffickers. 

The operation widened the 
security perimeter around 
Rio's residential and tourist 
area as Brazil prepares to host 
football's 2014 World Cup and 
the 2016 Summer Olympics. 

"This occupation has a 
strong symbolic value by its 
location, in Rio's richest area, 
and completes a cycle of occu¬ 
pations in the southern zone of 
the city in those tourist areas 


NEW DELHI (AFP) - World 
beverage leader Coca-Cola 
said yesterday it plans to invest 
$2 billion over five years in 
India, stepping up its rivalry 
with PepsiCo in the South 
Asian emerging market giant. 

The US-based soft drinks 
company said in a statement 
that the non-alcoholic bever¬ 
age market has enormous 
growth potential in India, 
which has a burgeoning young 
population. 

"It would not surprise me if 
India became one of the top 
five markets globally for the 
company by the end of the 


most directly linked to the 
2014 World Cup and the 2016 
Olympic Games," said Profes¬ 
sor Ignacio Cano, of the Rio de 
Janeiro Federal University's vi¬ 
olence analysis center. 

It opens the way for deploy¬ 
ing police pacification units 
(UPPs) specially trained to 
deal with communities which 
for years have been ruled by 
drugtraffickers and para-mili¬ 
tary militias.

Each UPP can 
cover several favelas.

Brussels 
greenlights 
natural Latin 
American 
sweetener 



BRUSSELS (AFP) - Brussels 
gave its green light yesterday 
to the use of the age-old natu¬ 
ral South American sweetener, 
stevia, in foods and drinks 
across the European Union. 

The European Commission 
said it gave approval of the 
natural sweetener for use in the 
food industry from December 
2 on the recommendation of 
the European Food Safety 
Agency (EFSA). 

Stevia rebaudiana, some¬ 
times known as sweatleaf or 
sugarleaf, is part of the sun¬ 
flower family. Its steviol gly¬ 
coside extracts can be far 
sweeter than sugar, making it 
attractive for low-carbohy¬ 
drate, low-sugar foods. 

Stevia is widely used in 
Asia and South America. 

The director of the Interna¬ 
tional Stevia Council wel¬ 
comed the decision saying that 
"as a result, consumers across 
Europe will be able to enjoy 
products sweetened by steviol 
glycosides." 


BERLIN (AFP) - The German 
government admitted yester¬ 
day gross errors by the security 
services in dealing with a new 
brand of far-right "terrorism" 
after revelations of a decade- 
long killing spree by neo- 
Nazis. 

Chancellor Angela Merkel 
called the murders of nine 
shopkeepers of mainly Turkish 
origin and a Germany police¬ 
woman by right-wing extrem¬ 
ists "shameful for Germany" 
and her interior minister said 
investigators were trying to 
learn whether a larger militant 
network had escaped their no¬ 
tice. 

"It is deeply troubling that 
there was no connection made 
between the murder series 
across Germany and the far- 
right scene in Thuringia," the 
east German state where the 


group was based, Hans-Peter 
Friedrich told the daily Bild. 

"State interior ministers are 
calling for better coordination 
between police and domestic 
intelligence on the state level. 
I strongly back that." 

F ederal prosecutors 

launched the probe last week 
after the discovery of a pistol 
used in the nine murders in the 
home of a 36-year-old woman, 
Beate Zschaepe, a self-con¬ 
fessed neo-Nazi. 

Wanted by police for ques¬ 
tioning over an armed robbery 
in the eastern city of Jena on 
November 4, she had turned 
herself in after blowing up a 
rented flat in nearby Zwickau. 

The killings had long been 
called the "kebab murders" be¬ 
cause many of the victims ran 
snack shops.

US Supreme Court to hear 
challenge to Obama health 
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Tooth cleaning helps 
reduce risk of heart 
disease: study 



WASHINGTON (AFP) - The 
US Supreme Court Monday 
agreed to hear arguments on 
the constitutionality of Presi¬ 
dent Barack Obama's land¬ 
mark health care reform, 
under fire from rival Republi¬ 
cans ahead of next year's elec¬ 
tions. 

The nation's nine top jus¬ 
tices will "likely" hear the 
case in March, a court 
spokesman said, and are ex¬ 
pected to issue a ruling by 
June in a judgment which 
could reverberate before the 
November 2012 presidential 
elections. 

The court said they would 
consider a request by the 
Obama administration to de¬ 
clare the measure constitu¬ 
tional, as well as two cases 
challenging the law, including 
one case presented by 26 US 
states and small businesses 
that want to strike down the 
totality of the reform. 

Opponents say the most 
controversial feature of the 
law — mandating that people 
buy health insurance or face a 
tax penalty — violates individ¬ 
ual rights as set out under the 
US Constitution. 

But the White House said 
it was satisfied that the legis¬ 


lation, which was a key plank 
of Obama's 2008 White 
House campaign and was 
passed into law amid much 
fanfare in 2010, was being 
taken up by the nation's top 
bench. 

"We are pleased the court 
has agreed to hear this case," 
said a White House 
spokesman, Dan Pfeiffer, of 
the law which extended cov¬ 
erage to an extra 32 million 
people and was a long-held 
dream of Democrats for social 
reform. 

The hearing on the case 
will last about five and a half 
hours, apparently "the longest 
in modern history," the court 
spokesman told AFP. 

Republican opponents 
argue the government has no 
power to compel people to 
buy health insurance and Re¬ 
publican House Speaker John 
Boehner on Monday renewed 
his pledge to repeal the law. 

"The American people did 
not support this law when it 
was rushed through Congress 
and they do not support it now 
that they've seen what's in it," 
he said in a statement. 

"This government takeover 
of health care is threatening 
jobs, increasing costs, and jeop¬ 


ardizing coverage for millions 
of Americans, and I hope the 
Supreme Court overturns it." 

But Democratic Senator, 
Patrick Leahy, chairman of 
the Senate Judiciary Commit¬ 
tee, said: "Most appellate 
courts have upheld the consti¬ 
tutionality of this historic law, 
and when the Senate voted to 
pass the Affordable Care Act, 
it also voted specifically on its 
constitutionality. I hope the 
Supreme Court will defer to 
Congress in addressing this 
national problem." 

Despite Obama's nomina¬ 
tions to the Supreme Court of 
justices Sonia Sotomayor and 
Elena Kagan, the nine-strong 
bench, which acts as the na¬ 
tion's arbiter on the toughest 
legal and moral issues facing 
the country, has been viewed 
as one of the most conserva¬ 
tive in decades. 

Last year a controversial 
Supreme Court ruling lifted 
curbs on corporations, lobby¬ 
ists, other special interest 
groups spending millions of 
dollars to back election candi¬ 
dates and influence outcome 
of US elections. 

Lower court rulings have 
conflicted on the constitution¬ 
ality of the health care law, 
and the top US court turned 
down two other requests to re¬ 
view the landmark legislation. 

On November 8, a US ap¬ 
peals court upheld the consti¬ 
tutionality of health care 
overhaul, ruling that mandat¬ 
ing that people buy health in¬ 
surance or face a tax was not 
a violation of individual 
rights. 

In August a federal appeals 
court in Georgia ruled that the 
individual mandate exceeded 
the powers of Congress, but 
also ruled that the remainder 
of the health care law was 
within the bounds of the con¬ 
stitution. 



WASHINGTON (AFP) - Reg¬ 
ular professional cleaning of 
teeth not only gives a patient a 
more radiant smile but also 
helps reduce the risk of heart 
attack or stroke, according to a 
new study. 

The study presented Sun¬ 
day at an American Heart As¬ 
sociation meeting in Orlando, 
Florida, was conducted at the 
Veterans General Hospital in 
Taipei, Taiwan. 

Researchers have found 
that those who had their teeth 
scraped and cleaned by a den¬ 
tist or dental hygienist had a 24 
percent lower risk of heart at¬ 
tack and 13 percent lower risk 
of stroke compared to those 
who had never had a dental 
cleaning. 


More than 100,000 people 
were followed in this study for 
an average of seven years. 

Scientists considered tooth 
scaling frequent if it occurred 
at least twice or more in two 
years and occasional if it oc¬ 
curred once or less in two 
years. 

"Protection from heart dis¬ 
ease and stroke was more pro¬ 
nounced in participants who 
got tooth scaling at least once 
a year," said Emily (Zu-Yin) 
Chen, cardiology fellow at the 
Veterans General Hospital. 

Professional tooth scaling 
appears to reduce inflamma¬ 
tion-causing bacterial growth 
that can lead to heart disease or 
stroke, she said.

22 sperm whales die in 
Australia 



Kindle Fire shipping 
to mixed reviews 


SYDNEY (AFP) - Rescuers 
were racing against the clock 
Monday to save two huge 
sperm whales stranded on a 
Tasmanian sandbank after 22 
others died, the Parks and 
Wildlife Service said. 

Marine mammal special¬ 
ists were on site in Macquarie 
Harbour at Strahan on Tasma¬ 
nia's northwest coast, but the 
rescue bid was hampered by 
rough weather. 

Twenty-two of the whales 
— each weighing two tonnes 
and up to 12 metres (40 feet) 
long — washed ashore on Sat¬ 
urday at Ocean Beach near 
Strahan, and all of them died. 

Four others came into the 
harbour and became stranded 
on a sandbank. Two of these 


were successfully refloated 
and swam back out to sea, but 
the other two remain stuck. 

Rescuers said two minke 
whales also got into trouble 
nearby and died. 

Tasmanian Parks and 
Wildlife incident controller 
Chris Arthur said the sperm 
whales were so big that they 
could not simply be pulled into 
deeper water by volunteers, in¬ 
stead requiring a more compli¬ 
cated rescue operation. 

"A specially-developed net 
attached to two boats has been 
designed to slip under a whale, 
enabling it to be hauled from 
immediate danger," he said. 

But conditions were wors¬ 
ening, with high winds and 
seas, and attempts to refloat 


the whales had to be post¬ 
poned until Tuesday. 

"Although we were unable 
to move the surviving whales 
into open water today, we are 
hoping conditions will im¬ 
prove over the next few days," 
Arthur said, adding that the 
whales were tired but still flap¬ 
ping their fins and blowing 
water. 

"The weather conditions 
are against us at present, but 
managed properly, these ani¬ 
mals can survive at least a few 
days." 

Another problem in Stra¬ 
han is its treacherous narrow 
channel, known as Hells 
Gates, through which the 
whales must pass to get back 
into deeper water. 

"Pushing a large whale 
against sea surging through the 
25-metre passage is like push¬ 
ing a cork into a bottle," added 
Arthur. 

But he expressed confi¬ 
dence given that seven sperm 
whales were saved after a sim¬ 
ilar stranding in the harbour in 
2007. 

The Parks and Wildlife 
Service said that samples had 
been taken from the 22 dead 
whales, which will remain on 
the beach until they decom¬ 
pose because they are too large 
to move or bury. 

Explaining why they died, 
Arthur said: "People seem to 
forget that these animals 
breathe air. When they are 
caught in the surf and they are 
being rolled around, they are 
in the sand — they can't get 
their blowholes up to get oxy¬ 
gen." 

Whale beachings are rela¬ 
tively common in Australia 
and they usually occur in the 
summer months, particularly 
around Tasmania, but scien¬ 
tists do not know why they 
happen. 


(AFP) - Amazon began ship¬ 
ping the Kindle Fire on Mon¬ 
day as initial reviews were 
mixed for the touchscreen 
tablet computer seen as a po¬ 
tentially strong rival to Apple's 
market-leading iPad. 

The Seattle, Washington- 
based online retail giant had 
initially planned to ship the 
Kindle Fire, which at $199 
costs less than half the cheap¬ 
est iPad, on Tuesday but it 
began sending them to cus¬ 
tomers a day early. 

Dave Fimp, vice president 
of Amazon Kindle, said the 
Fire is already the "bestselling 
item across all of 
Amazon.com" and the com¬ 
pany was "building millions 
more than we'd planned" be¬ 
cause of the customer re¬ 
sponse. 


The Kindle Fire has a 
seven-inch (17.78-centimeter) 
screen, smaller than the iPad's 
9.7 inches (24.6 cm), connects 
to the Web using Wi-Fi and is 
powered by Google's Android 
software. 

It does not have a camera 
or the 3G connectivity fea¬ 
tured on other tablets but it 
gives buyers easy access to 
Amazon's online store, which 
sells books, music, movies, 
television shows, games and 
other content. 

Technology reviewers were 
divided in their appraisal of 
the device after getting their 
hands on preview models. 

Reviewer Joshua Topolsky 
of TheVerge.com said the 
Kindle Fire "isn't an iPad- 
killer" but is a "really terrific 
tablet for its price.

EU predicts 
50 million 
hens kept 
illegally 
next year 

BRUSSELS (AFP) - Euro¬ 
pean agriculture chiefs pre¬ 
dicted yesterday that more than 
50 million battery hens will 
still be held next year in illegal 
cages, as Brussels threatened 
legal action against 11 states. 

EU agriculture commis¬ 
sioner John Dalli told a mee¬ 
ting of farming ministers in 
Brussels that the eggs from 
more than 51 million hens will 
no longer be eligible for com¬ 
mercialisation as of January 1 
next year. 

That is when new European 
Union regulations that guaran¬ 
tee the hens at least 750 square 
centimeters of living space, if 
not a nest, a perch or free- 
range conditions, come into 
force. 

Dalli said the Commission 
"will start opening infraction 
proceedings" against farmers 
that do not adapt to the new 
rules as soon as possible. 

He said the 11 countries 
whose national authorities 
were likely to face written 
warnings were: Belgium, Bul¬ 
garia, Cyprus, France, Greece, 
Hungary, Italy, Latvia, Poland, 
Portugal and Romania. 

"They have had several 
years to adapt," German farm¬ 
ing minister Ilse Aigner said.

Football: We don't 
fear the Dutch, 
says Germany's 
Loew 


BERLIN, (AFP) - Germany 
coach Joachim Loew has in¬ 
sisted his side have nothing to 
fear ahead of Tuesday’s 
friendly against World Cup fi¬ 
nalists the Netherlands in 
Hamburg as they look to finish 
2011 in style. 

After winning all 10 of 
their Euro 2012 qualifiers and 
humbling Brazil in an August 
friendly, Loew is looking for 
Germany's first win over the 
Dutch since 1996 in what will 
be his 75th international as na¬ 
tional team coach. 

Both sides are without key 
players with Germany captain 
Philipp Lahm being rested and 
Bayern Munich star midfielder 
Bastian Schweinsteiger miss¬ 
ing with a broken collarbone. 

Likewise, Dutch midfielder 
Rafael van der Vaart is out 
with a thigh strain while striker 
Robin van Persie has returned 
to his Premier League club Ar¬ 
senal to be rested. 

The Dutch attack will fea¬ 
ture Inter Milan star Wesley 
Sneijder and Liverpool's Dirk 
Kuyt, but Loew says his team 
- including Real Madrid play- 
maker Mesut Ozil and Bay¬ 
ern's Mario Gomez — are 
relishing the challenge. 

"We have no fear and there 
is no reason to be afraid," said 
Loew told reporters Monday. 

"It will be a great challenge 
to play against the number two 
team in the world. I expect an 
aggressive and interesting 
game." 

While both teams are 
among the Euro 2012 


favourites, they share a rich 
history with Germany racking 
up 13 wins to the Netherlands' 
10 and the sides drawing 14 
times since their first en¬ 
counter in 1910. 

Their most explosive clash 
was in Milan at the 1990 
World Cup when Germany 
beat the Netherlands 2-1 in a 
bad-tempered quarter-final. 

Both Germany's Rudi 
Voeller and Holland's Frank 
Rijkaard were sent off early in 
the match after the Dutchman 
infamously spat at the German 
midfielder. 

A Dutch reporter could not 
resist asking whether the 
match in Hamburg was a 
friendly game or a war be¬ 
tween neighbours. 

Loew played an experimen¬ 
tal three-man defence in Fri¬ 
day's 3-3 draw with Ukraine in 
Kiev and is considering play¬ 
ing a traditional 4-4-2 forma¬ 
tion against the Dutch. 

Veteran Miroslav Klose, 
who is six goals short of Gerd 
Mueller's record as Germany's 
all-time top scorer, trained on 
Sunday and Loew said he will 
decide on Monday night 
whether he will partner Mario 
Gomez up front. 

The coach also said Ham¬ 
burg's Dennis Aogo will 
switch from defensive mid¬ 
fielder to left back while Ozil 
will start. 

The Dutch meanwhile are 
looking for a win in Hamburg 
after they were booed by their 
own fans after a goalless draw 
against Switzerland in Amster¬ 
dam on Friday.

NBA players reject new offer, season 
at risk 


NEW YORK (AFP) - The 
NBA Players Association on 
Monday rejected the owners' 
latest offer and have launched 
the process to disband their 
union, throwing the entire 
2011 -2012 pro basketball sea¬ 
son into jeopardy. 

Players had the option to 
accept the offer, which pro¬ 
posed a shortened 72-game 
schedule beginning Decem¬ 
ber 15 to end a months-long 
lockout, or take it to a vote 
and turn it down altogether. 

"This is the best decision 
for the players," union presi¬ 
dent Derek Fisher said Mon¬ 
day. 
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"A lot of individual players 
have a lot of things personally 
at stake in terms of their careers. 

NBA commissioner David 
Stern had previously warned 
if the current offer is rejected, 
the owners would come back 
with an even harsher one. 

-"It looks like the 2011-12 
season is really in jeopardy," 
Stern told ESPN. "It's just a 
big charade. To do it now, the 
union is ratcheting up I guess 
to see if they can scare the 
NBA owners or something. 
That's not happening." 

But in order for the NBA to 
have a 72-game season, Stem 
admitted the two sides would 


likely have to come to terms on 
a new collective bargaining 
agreement within the next 
week. 

Fisher said he has the sup¬ 
port of the players and was 
flanked at Monday's news 
conference by several stars, 
including Kobe Bryant and 
Carmelo Anthony. 

A key sticking point re¬ 
mains the division of some $4 
billion in annual revenue. 

Players received 57 per¬ 
cent of basketball-related in¬ 
come under their previous 
contract, but have said they 
would be willing to drop that 
to 52.5 percent. 


Stem had said if the latest 
offer was rejected and there 
was another bargaining meet¬ 
ing, it would be based on a 
53-47 split of revenues in the 
owners' favour, a flexible 
salary cap with a hard ceiling 
and salary rollbacks. 

Players' representatives 
said they were prepared to 
dissolve the union and file an 
antitrust lawsuit against the 
league over the lockout, 
which has lasted for more 
than four months. 

"The players feel they're 
not prepared to accept any ul¬ 
timatum," said the executive 
director of the players union, 


Billy Hunter, calling the offer 
"extremely unfair" on the part 
of the NBA management. 

Stem, said Monday he was 
saddened and "terribly disap¬ 
pointed," made it clear the 
outlook for the season was not 
good, USA Today reported. 

Stern insisted the latest 
offer is a good one and 
warned that decertification is 
not the route to take. 

The owners say changes 
are needed because they lost 
$300 million last season and 
hundreds of millions more in 
each year of the old agree¬ 
ment, which came into effect 
in 2005. 


Olympics: London defends 
security plans after US 
'concerns' 


LONDON (AFP) - The British 
government was forced on 
Monday to defend its security 
plans for next year's Olympics 
after a newspaper reported the 
United States were set to send 
their own agents to the London 
Games. 

The Guardian said US offi¬ 
cials had raised "repeated con¬ 
cerns" about security and were 
planning to deploy 1,000 of 
their own security agents, in¬ 
cluding 500 from the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation (FBI), 
in London. 

The paper added the Lon¬ 
don Organising Committee of 
the Olympic and Paralympic 
Games (LOCOG) had under¬ 
estimated the number of secu¬ 
rity staff it would need at the 
32 Games venues, with 21,000 
guards now required rather 
than the initial figure of 
10 , 000 . 

Both the Home Office, 
Britain's interior ministry, and 
the Ministry of Defence are in¬ 
volved in security planning for 
the Olympics. 

A Home Office spokesman 
insisted that security planning 


was "on track" and that the In¬ 
ternational Olympic Commit¬ 
tee (IOC) had "full 
confidence" in the blueprint. 

"The International Olympic 
Committee (IOC) undertake 
detailed inspections of security 
preparations and have full con¬ 
fidence in our plans. The UK 
has a strong and close working 
relationship with the US, who 
have expressed similar confi¬ 
dence. 

Meanwhile, London 2012 
chiefs said the venues and 
competition schedule needed 
to be completed before they 
could finalise security plans. 

"Since winning the bid, a 
huge amount of collaborative 
work has been completed," a 
LOCOG statement said. 

"We finalised the competi¬ 
tion schedule, with 650 sport¬ 
ing sessions over 18 days, built 
and selected over 100 compe¬ 
tition and non-competition 
venues, and designed the 
transport and accommodation 
plans. 

"This all needed to be in 
place before the detailed secu¬ 
rity plans could be confirmed.

NFL: 49ers beat Giants to extend win 
streak to seven

LOS ANGELES (AFP) - De¬ 
fensive end Justin Smith bat¬ 
ted down Eli Manning's 
fourth-down pass late in the 
fourth quarter to preserve the 
San Francisco 49ers' 27-20 
win over the New York Giants 
on Sunday. 

With his team trailing, star 
quarterback Manning com¬ 
pleted a pair of long fourth- 
down passes and got the 
Giants into scoring position 
late in the game. 

Unlike last week's rally by 
the Giants at New England, 
this time San Francisco's 
Smith made a leaping smack 
of the ball on fourth-and-two 
from the 10. 


"I just walked off the field 
with joy inside. Right now, 
we're 8-1," said Carlos Rogers, 
who had a couple of key inter¬ 
ceptions. "We stuck to it to the 
end, and last minute of the 
game made a play." 

The 49ers posted their sev¬ 
enth consecutive win to ex¬ 
tend their best start since 
1997. They also matched the 
defending Super Bowl cham¬ 
pion Green Bay Packers for 
the most wins in the National 
Football League this season 
with eight. 

"It was a big win for us. As 
we continue to win we're get¬ 
ting on a bigger stage, and 
that's exactly what we want, 


we want to continue to climb 
and get on bigger stages," 
quarterback Alex Smith said. 

"That's it. You're as good 
as your record, and you're as 
good as your last game. And 
we beat a really good football 
team." 

San Francisco was forced 
to play without runningback 
Frank Gore, whose franchise- 
record streak of five-straight 
games with 100 yards rushing 
ended with a knee injury. 

Manning finished 26-for- 
40 for 311 yards and two 
touchdowns with two inter¬ 
ceptions. 

In the late game Sunday, the 
New England Patriots defeated 
the New York Jets 37-16. 

Quarterback Tom Brady 
threw three touchdown 
passes, including two to Rob 
Gronkowski, and the Patriots 
took control of the AFC East 
with a dominating win. 

In Cincinnati, Rashard 
Mendenhall ran for a pair of 
touchdowns Sunday, and the 
Pittsburgh Steelers inter¬ 
cepted quarterback Andy Dal¬ 
ton twice late in the game, 
holding on for a 24-17 win 
over the Bengals. 

Comerback William Gay 
guessed correctly on rookie 
quarterback Dalton's throw 
and stepped in front of Jerome 
Simpson for the key intercep¬ 
tion inside the Pittsburgh 20- 
yard line with 2:27 remaining. 

Pittsburgh came into Sun¬ 
day's contest with only two 
interceptions all season. 


Pittsburgh'svictory 
snapped the Bengals' five- 
game winning streak in front 
of the first sold-out crowd at 
Cincinnati's Paul Brown Sta¬ 
dium. 

"We're a great defence be¬ 
cause of the way we play," 
safety Ryan Clark said. 
"Turnovers tend to come in 
spurts. That's what separates 
teams from being a great de¬ 
fence. Today, we were able to 
help us win it." 

Dalton completed two more 
touchdown passes, giving him 
14 overall - the most by a 
rookie quarterback in his first 
nine games since the AFL-NFL 
merger 41 years ago. 

In Atlanta, John Kasay 
kicked a 26-yard field goal in 
overtime to give the New Or¬ 
leans Saints a 26-23 victory 
over Atlanta after Falcons 
coach Mike Smith decided to 
gamble on fourth down deep 
in his own zone. 


The Falcons rallied from a 
10-point deficit in the final 
quarter, tying it on Matt 
Bryant's 27-yard field goal on 
the final play of the fourth 
quarter. 

In overtime, the Falcons 
failed to pick up a first down 
on a pass to Mike Cox. Smith 
decided to go for it on fourth 
down at their own 29 instead 
of kicking the ball, but their 
attempt backfired. 

Michael Turner was 
stopped, allowing Kasay to 
kick the winning field goal for 
the Saints.
